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PREFATORY NOTE. 



The term of greatest usefulness of a modern language gram- 
mar is unfortunately shortened by the customary incorporation 
of exercises for translation with the text. The wearisome repe- 
tition of the same uninspiring sentences year after year may 
easily lead any but the most meagrely equipped teacher to seek 
relief in a change of text-books, to say nothing of other possi- 
bilities from the side of the pupil that might lessen the value of 
his theme work. 

The present little work, undertaken by Mr. Lewis at my re- 
quest and with the approval of Professor Joynes, is a modest 
attempt to increase the efficiency of one of the deservedly most 
popular of German grammars. 

No attempt has been made to introduce new features ; indeed, 
in the character of the sentences, and even to the vocabulary of 
each exercise, the original exercises prepared by Dr. Meissner 
with wise insight have served as a model. 

If an occasional word that is not to be found in the full 
English-German vocabulary appended to the grammar has been 
used, the German equivalent is given with it; hence it is hoped 
that no difficulty will be found either in using these exercises 
as supplementary to those in the grammar, or in substituting one 
group for another in their numerical order.
